THE QUEEN'S VISIT TO LORD 
BEACONSFIELD'S TOMB. 


Her Мазеѕту and Princess Beatrice visited the 

tomb of Lord Beaconsfield, аф Hughenden church, 

on Saturday afternoon, attended by the Dowager 

Marchioness of Ely, as lady-in-waiting, and Lord 

Charles FitzRoy, leaving Windsor Castle at twenty 

minutes to three and arriving at Hughenden at half- 

past four o'clock, after a drive of nearly two hours. 
At the entrance to the churchyard, the Queen and 
Princess were received by Lord Rowton, with whom 
they walked to the south porch of the church, where 
they were shown through the sacred building by the 
Vicar and Mrs. Blagden, who had been desired to be 

in attendance for this purpose. Various objects of 
interest, including the seat formerly occupied by 
Lord Beaconsfield, were pointed out, and, after a 
few minutes' stay within the church, the Royal visitors 
walked to the inclined excavation leading to the 
opening of the vault. 

For a few seconds her Majesty paused upon the 
turf at the head of the incline, and stood looking 
down the sloping path at the open vault, and then, 
followed by Princess Beatrice, Lord Rewton, the 
lady-in-waiting, and Lord Charles FitzRoy, walked 
to the tomb and placed a wreath and cross of flowers 
with the other offerings which completely covered 
the lid of the coffin. 4 

When the visit was concluded, the Queen, Princess 
Beatrice, and suite came slowly from the vault and, 
walking to the carriage, drove from the churchyard— 
sonie heavy drops of rain falling as the Royal party 
proceeded up the steep roadway to the small plateau 
on which the residence of the late Lord Beaconsfield 
is situated. Entering the private grounds of the 


Manor House, her Majesty and Princess Beatrice 
alighted and took tea in the saloon. Later on the 
Royal visitors inspected the late Earl's study and 
the other apartments, and left Hughenden on their 
return. It was half-past five when her Majesty and 
Princess Beatrice quitted the grounds, the Royal 
carriage passing down the IN slopes to Wycombe, 
and proceeding thence to Wi 


indsor Castle. 

As the Queen quitted the burial-ground the work- 
men commenced bricking up the opening to the 
vault, and in a few minutes the coffin was hidden 
from the sight of the few spectators who had 


remained at the spot. 


Sunday was the 3lst anniversary of the birth of 
the Duke of Connaught, in honour of which a Royal 
salute was fired on Monday in the Long-walk. His 
Royal Highness, with the Duchess of Connaught, 
spent his birthday with the Queen at Windsor Castle. 
The Duchess of Connaught, attended by the Hon. 
Mrs. Egerton, left the Castle on Monday for 
London. 

Her Majesty held a Drawingroom at Buckingham 
Palace on Tuesday afternoon. The Royal suite 
were—The Prince and Princess of Wales, who drove 
from Marlborough House at three o'clock; Princess 
Beatrice, Prince Leopold, the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge, Prince and Princess Christian, and the 
Duke and Duchess of ‘eck. ‘The diplomatic circle 
was largely attended, all the foreign Ministers being 

resent with the exception of Prince Lobanoff, the 
Ersisi Ambassador. . Earl Spencer, Lord Gran- 
ville, Lord Carlingford, Lord Selborne, Lord Kim- 
berley, and many members of the Cabinet were 
present. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, attended by 
Miss Knollys aud Colonel Teesdale, were present at 
Divine service on Sunday. The Duke and Duchess 
of Edinburgh visited their Royal Highnesses, and 
remained to luncheon. 

The Duke of Edinburgh, as Admiral Super- 
intendent, has communicated to Admiral Robertson, 
chairman of the Metropolitan Asylums Board com- 
mittee for the Exmouth training-ship, the following 
letter :— 

“І request that you will convey to the Metro- 
politan Asylums Board the expression of my satis- 
faction at the state in which I found the Exmouth on 
the occasion of my inspection of that vessel. She 
was remarkably clean, healthy, and efficient as a 
training-ship. The boys on board were all of good 
physique, healthy, and cheerful, and performed their 
various drills with steadiness and precision.—I 
am, Sir, your obedient servant, —ALFRED.” Her 
Majesty's Tree of Poor Law Schools Mr. 
Wyndham, Holgate, who has inspected the classes 
in the ship, expresses himself as greatly pleased with 
the excellent state of all departments, and states that 
the results of the examination were very fair. There 
are now 577 boys on board under training. 

Princess Stéphanie of Belgium took public leave 
of the inhabitants of Brussels on Monday; and on 
Tuesday left for Vienna. 


At the Royal Acadenry banquet on Saturday night 
the Premier responded to the toast of “Нег 
Majesty’s Ministers,” thanking artists for the chance 
they conferred upon public men of attaining a 


duration of renown which their own acts might fail 
to secure for them, specially thanking Mr. Millais, 
who was present, for haying enormously improved 
his (Mr. Gladstone’s) chance of immortality. Refer- 
ring to Mr. Millais’s unfinished portrait of Lord 
Beaconsfield, the Prime Minister said he rejoiced that 
an extraordinary man, distinguished even among 
distinguished men—lived long enough to have the 
last phase of his existence commemorated by that 
great artist whose genius had recorded that last 
phase of an extraordinary life in a form in which it 
would, he believed, be precious to posterity. 


Though Mr. Labouchere, in giving notice of an 
Amendment on the Motion for a National Monu- 
‘ment to the Earl of Beaconsfield, acted on his own 
responsibility, the Amendment will, it is understood, 
receive a considerable degree of support. Radical 
feeling with regard to the Queen’s unconcealed 
attachment to a' Minister the nation pronounced 
against most emphatically was pretty plainly evinced 
when Sir Wilfrid Lawson put the question, which 
elicited the Speaker’s evasive answer on Tuesday. 

The debate on the Irish Land Bill was resumed on 
Monday by Mr. W. H. Smith, after Lord Elcho had 
formally moved his revised amendment. Mr. Smith 
opposed the measure on the ground that it “ un- 
settled everything, settled nothing, and did not 
satisfy anybody." ‘The debate was continued by 
Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, Mr. O'Shaughnessy, and Mr. 
Thorold Rogers. 

On Tuesday an unforeseen obstacle to the rapid 
progress of the Irish Bill cropped up in the ugly 
form of this notice by the gentle novelist, but extreme 
politician, Mr. Justin McCarthy :— 

.**'That in the opinion of this House the action of 
the Irish Executive in arbitrarily arresting a member 
of this House without due grounds, and the pro- 
clamation of a state of siege in Dublin is an abuse of 
the exceptional powers conferred on the Executive by 
Parliament, and is calculated to promote disaffection 
in Ireland and to mar the good results of the legisla- 
tion for Ireland proposed by the Government 
(Home Rule cheers).”’ 

The Parliamentary Oaths Act Amendment Bill, 
introduced in the House of Commons on Monday 
evening by the Attorney-General, contains only one 
clause, which provides that any one who is required 
to make, or is capable of making, an affirmation in a 
court of law shall be permitted to make an afirma- 
tion in the House of Commons. 

In a letter to the Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Armagh acknowledging the receipt of the resolutions 
of the Catholic Bishops of Ireland on the Land Bill, 
Mr. Gladstone promises that if the billbe recognised, 
as 16 appears to be, by the representatives and the 
people of Ireland as a valuable bill, there shall be no 
reason to complain of any slackness or indecision on 
the part of the Government in putting it forward 
until it becomes law, but he does not hold out 
the expectation of the Government acceding to any 
changes which would give the bill a new character. 


By a special issue of the Dublin Gazette, last 
Sunday night, the county and the city of Dublin 
were proclaimed under the Protection of Life and 
Property Act. ‘Three men are in custody in Dublin 
for being concerned in shooting a lad named Farrell, 
whose offence appeared to be that he had handed to 
the police some rifles which he had discovered. 
Hugh Mullen, who fired the revolver, was examined 
at the police court on Monday, and John Kavanagh 
and a man named Nicholls, who are also in custody, 
are charged with conspiracy to commit assassination. 

Mr. Dillon, M.P., was arrested last Monday night 
at Portarlington; and after being brought to Dublin 
was lodged in Kilmainham Gaol. Since Michael 
Davitt was sent back to penal servitude, Mr. Dillon 
has acted as the principal organiser of the Land 
League, and he is said to have been arrested on 
account of his speech at the Land League meetin 
last week, in which he foreshadowed armed résist- 
ance to evictions. 

Miss Anna Parnell established a branch of the 
Ladies’ Land League in Cork on Monday. 

Reports come from Ireland of several more out- 
rages. А Galway bailiff is said to have been 
“ roasted," and to be lying in a dangerous state; a 
Limerick bailiff is stated to have suffered somewhat 
similar violence; and the house of a process-server 
at Loughrea has been blown up by means of an 
explosive. 


Albeit matters look black stillin the Transvaal, a 
telegram from Cape Town contains the gratifying 
announcement that peace has been concluded between 
the Colonial Government and the Basutos. |

Mr. Edward Miall, at one time the foremost 
champion of the Liberationists, and а man whose 
exemplary life of political purity, actuated through- 
out by high puppe shines far above the worldly 
example of Lord Beaconsfield, died in London on 
Friday se'nnight in his seventy-second year. In 
early life Mr. Miall was а Congregational minister 
at Leicester, and just forty years ago he left that 
town for London to establish the Nonconformist 


newspaper. For many years he was one of the best- 
known and ablest exponents of the principle of 
freedom of religion from State control, and as a poli- 
tician he had intimate connections with the boroughs of 
Bradfordand Rochdale. While the illustrious mounte- 
bank of Hughenden is mourned by a Queen whose 
vanity he fed at the top of its bent, utterly regard- 
less of the heavy burdens of sorrow and taxation he 
imposed upon the patient and long-suffering People 
of this country, EDWARD MIALL sinks quietly to his 
grave at the Forest-hill Cemetery, honoured by those 
who revere lofty principle and a single-minded life 
of self-sacrifice as much as they despise worldly

The subject of the rapid spread of smallpox in 
London was before the Metropolitan Asylums Ка 


on Saturday, when it was stated that many persons 
suffering from this disease had been refused admis- 
sion to the hospitals owing to want of accommoda- 
tion. It was resolved, subject to the approval of 
the Local Government Board, to use the Homerton 
Fever Hospital for smallpox patients, and to send 
fever cases from all parts of the metropolis to the 
Stockwell Hospital. Several speakers dwelt upon 
tbe urgency of legislation to enable. the Asylums 
Board to cope with the difficulty of supplying hospital 
accommodation. 


The Conservative demonstration in Manchester is 
to be held on the evening of Wednesday, June 1. 
The principal speaker will be Sir Stafford Northcote. 
But Lancashire gave its opinion of the Tories too 
recently to be influenced by the mealy-mouthed 
latitudes of this extravagant ex-Chancellor of the 
exchequer, who lent hiniself to all the nefarious 
Imperial plots of Lord Beaconsfield. 


The news of the wreck of the steamer Тагагца off 
Otago, New Zealand, with an appalling loss of life, 
is telegraphed, from Melbourne. It is stated that 
eighty persons were drowned and only twelve saved. 
The Tararua was an iron steamer of 848 tons gross, 
built in Dundee, by Messrs. Gourlay Brothers and 
Co., and owned by Messrs. M‘Keckan, Black wood, 
and Co., of Melbourne. The steamer appears to 
have been employed between Melbourne, Hobart 
Bluff, Otago, Lyttelton, Wellington, Napier, Gis- 
borne, Auckland, and Russell carrying both 
passengers and cargo. 


The Rev. Richard Westhorpe, of Charing-cross 
Hospital, writes thus strongly in favour of re-vac- 
cination: ‘f Since November, 1876, I have myself 
visited upwards of 7700 smallpox patients at the 
Hampstead and Fulham Hospitals without receiving 
any harm, and I am unable to ascertain that I have 
been the means of conveying the infection to anyone 
else. During the same time a large number of different 
nursesand servants һауе been employed in attendance 
on the patients, and only three of them, whose rc- 
vaccination did not take, have suffered from slight 
attacks of smallpox. The rule of these institutions 
is that each officer before entering on duty is re- 
vaccinated. Elsewhere this rule has not been so 
strictly adhered to, and the result has not been so 
satisfactory."

| the bagpipes were to the deposed King of Zululand 
when he first heard them at Capetown (as de- 

picted above), the discordant notes cannot have been 


more disagreeable for Cetewayo to recollect than are 
his late neighbours, the Boers of the Transvaal. We 
shall presently have to describe the recent conflict 
between the Zulus and the Boers; but this report 
may wellbe prefaced by Cetewayo's candid opinion 
of the Dutchmen. It is contained in the following 
letter, addressed to the Governor of South Africa:— 


“ Oude Molen, March 1, 1881. 

“І am writing а few lines to express my deep 
sorrow at what has happened to the troops of her 
Majesty Queen Victoria. I am heartily sorry for the 
men, especially for the officers of her Majesty's 
soldiers that have been killed. I sympathise very 
much with the Queen. their Sovereign, with all the 
Royal family, and with you, who are looking out for 
the Queen's interest in South Africa. 

‘I ат so grieved about the death of Sir George 
Colley, a Governor appointed to look after Natal. a 
country adjoining the one in which all my interests 
lie—viz.,my family and all tender connections. I 
trusted him so much, as I saw that he was a good 
and just man. Although the Boers have slaughtered 
these men, they have gained no advantage; the 
English troops will soon give them their deserts. 

* Let the Queen cheer up; the Boers will soon 
flee before the British soldiers. Тһе Boers ought to 
be punished for not obeying the Queen. It wil! be a 
happy day for the black peopleof South Africa when 
SN the English are South Africa's sole rulers. The 

NS NN \ Boers are fond of lawlessness and taking away land 
AY ADA from the dark races. The Queen is fond of justice, 
W ў and treats her captives very kindly. I know that 
the Boers would not treat me like the Queen. Could 
the Boers treat me as kindly as the Queen?

А NEW DIFFICULTY IN THE 
TRANSVAAL. 


BOER v. ZULU. 


We are told from Newcastle that official reports 
continue to reach the Government fromthe Transvaal 
frontier, narrating the difficulties that were ex- 
perienced by the officials during the war to prevent 
the native tribes from attacking the Boers, In many 
parts of the country the loyal inhabitants owed their 
safety to the natives. On the western border, 
Moutsia, a Bechuana chieftain, collected three 
thousand men, and gave formal notice to the Boers 
that if the loyal Europeans, or the Boers who had 
taken refuge in his territory, were injured, he would 
advance his entire force into the Transvaal. 

The Zulus stole 175 head of cattle from the Boers 
at Lydenburg. The Boers followed and recovered 
part of the herds. The natives then rallied and 
'epulsed the Boers, and Becker and Steinkamp were 
killed. 

We mayremark here that the surrender of Rotehet 
stroom was considered at a preliminary § tiug of 
the Royal Commission held at Newcastle. The 
result was, we are told, that the Boer leaders agreed 
to call Cronjes, the commander of the besieging Boer 
force, to account for obtaining the surrender of the 
place by concealing from the garrison the news of 
the armistice. On the other hand, a deputation from 
Pretoria has reached Newcastle with a protest 
against the restoration’ of the Transyaal to the 
Boers, and the desertion and consequent ruin of the 
large number of English who, on the faith of the 
annexation, and on the assurance of Sir Bartle Frere 
and Sir Garnet Wolseley that England would never 
retire, have invested their money there in land or 
business. There is, however, one bright gleam from 
the Cape. A telegram brings the information that 
peace has been concluded between the Cape Govern- 
ment and the Basutos. 


COLONEL BULLER, V.C. 


Major-General Sir Evelyn Wood, V.C., may well 
feel strengthened at having as his right-hand man 
Colonel] Redvers Buller, V.C., in company with 
whom we recently read he rode out on a visit to 
Potchefstroom. These two valiant officers both 
fought bravely and did yeomen's service in the 
Zulu War, and both know the ground well. It 
is to be hoped it may not be necessary to draw 
the sword again in the Transyaal; but, if the 
Worst should come to the worst, it is some 
consolation to know we have on the spot two cam- 
paigners as resourceful as they are brave. Sir 
Evelyn Wood and Colonel Buller were decorated 
with the V.C. by her Majesty in person at Balmoral. 
His Devonshire friends апа neighbours, perhaps, 
accorded Colonel ;Buller ће warmest welcome when 
they entertained him at а banquet, over which the 
luke of Somerset presided. Тһе quiet resolution 
whieh is the characteristic, we are told, of this brave 
ofticer may be traced in our portrait. of Colonel 
Buller, from the photograph taken by Mr. A, 
Bassano, of Dond-street.

MASSACRE OF COL. FLATTERS. 


A létter, addressed to the Sultan by Ilarem, the 
chief of the Touaregs, has been intercepted, in which 
the later confesses to the massacre of the Flatters 
expedition, and asks his Majesty for a reward. 

1% was on Feb. 16 last that Colonel Flatters' 
exploring expedition found itself about four 
days’ march south of Assioz. Не went to seek 
& wel. But his guides were treacherous. The 
Colonel had по sooner arrived than Cheik-ben- 
Bodje-máa, one of his escort, galloped up to him, 
crying, * You have been betrayed! Return to 
camp!" Тһе warning came too late. Тһе next 
moment Colonel Flatters was surrounded by masses 
of Touaregs. He was about to fling himself on horse- 
back when he received a sabre cut. He replied with 


six shots from his revolvers, each taking effect. But 


superior numbers told. The gallant leader of the 
expedition fell, covered with wounds, leaving another 
legacy of revenge to his fellow-countrymen. 


THE FRENCH AND THE 
KROUMIRS. 


The Tunisian Government has received official 
intelligence respecting the engagement at Ain 
Asmail on April 26 in the Kroumir district, and also 
regarding the bombardment of Tabarca. With 
regard to the first affair (according to the Tunis 
version), the Kroumirs offered no resistance, not- 
withstanding the destruction of their crops and 
cattle, until the French troops occupied a large 
camp belonging to the Ouled Hidra tribe and 
attacked the Kroumirs. The fighting lasted nine 
hours. Seventy-eight Kroumirs were killed and 
eighty-nine wounded. The French loss is declared 
to have been greater. But the French themselves 
declare that the losses of the French column in the 
engagement were only five killed and sixteen 
wounded. 

The Standard’s Special wrote from the camp at 
Cheraga that the “ manceuvring and skirmishing 
proved beyond doubt that, in spite of the natural 
strength of the position occupied by the enemy in 
their almost inaccessible mountains, without a single 
practicable road, the Kroumirs will not be able to 
offer any serious resistance to the French troops. 

Kef Cheraga, the hill-top on which we are 
encamped, is a natural fortress which any European 
troops could have held against immensely superior 
numbers. It was, however, carried, with the loss of 
only one man killed and three wounded. The first 
day's advance of the invading columns was a com- 
plete success. General Vincendon's columm arrived 
first at its destination here at Ке? Cheraga, although 
delayed for four hours on its march waiting the 
arrival of Gen and, then, as now, camped in 
our rear at Rechd el Mankura. General Ritter’s 
Brigade was also seen on the opposite range of 
mountains at Redjala.””

FIGHT NEAR BEN BECHIR. 

News came of ent last Saturday 
between the troops of General Logerot and the 
Kroumirs and other tribes near Den Bechir. The 
account of it is furnished by the General himself in 
the following despatcli to head-quarters :— 
** Souk el Arba, 4 30, 11.0 p.m.—I dispatched 
this morning a light column, ed of the 1st Regi- 
ment of Zouaves and my native cavalry, to the tribe of 
the Ouled bou Salem, in order to reassure them, and to 
restrain them from leaving their dwellings. On reach- 
ing the neighbourhood of Ben Bechir, which is about 
seven miles from here, the sas, a tribe border- 
ing on the one mentioned above, the Djendaubas, 
and the Kroumirs, came down from the mountains, 
and fired on the чай. The Жопауез at once pro- 
ceeded to action. Informed telegraph of the 
attack, I immediately sent out 2nd Regiment of

Rifles, the Lith Regiment of Hussars, a battalion of 
Zouaves, a squadron of Chasseurs, and а mountain 


battery of guns. On the arrival of these troops the 
nemy began to retreat, but they were hotly pursued 
, төз cavalry, and-from thirty-five to forty of. them 


were killed. As the tribes retreated, numerous other 
groups gathered on the mountains, but they were 
dispersed by our cannon. Our troops then withdrew. 
We had only one man wounded, and one horse killed. 
Our native cavalry carried off some booty. It is 
reported that the Chiaisas, the Amdouns, and the 
Kroumirs reckoned on'the arrival of Si Selim’s 
column to support them. Another rumour attributes 
this attack to the instigation of Ali Bey. Itis even 
said that his troops who were on their way to 
Medjed El Bab came back and took part in it. I 
send you these reports under all reserve." 


TABARCA AND BISERTA. 


It is reported in Tunis that at the bombardment 
of Tabarca on the 26th ult., the Tunisian General in 
command of the fortifications, contrary to the express 
orders of the Bey, returned the French fire in self- 
defence, and succeeded in silencing а French wooden 
gun-boat. The vessel in question was crippled by a 
shot from the fort, and two of the crew were killed, 
but the boat was not sunk. 

Four French ironclads, under Admiral Conrad, 
arrived at Biserta on Sunday, and took possession of 
the place at noon. 


REVOLT IN ALGERIA. 


About fifty Arab fanatics made a demonstration 
against Geryville on the 25th ult. They came to 
within two kilometres of the town, where they were 
encountered by fifteen horsemen and forty infantry, 
and seven of ther number were killed. 


THE CAPTURE ОР МН; SUTER. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, MS l.—' The retreat of the 
brigands who captured Mr. Suter is cut off on the 
land side by the Turkish troops and by sea by gun- 
boats. А day or two ago a Turkish gun-vessel 
chased & barque which was believed to be manned 
by the brigands, and, having several times vainly 
summoned her to stop, sank her. It is feared that 
Mr. Suter may have been on board. 


FIGHTING IN ALBANIA. 


A telegram from Cettinje, published by the Vienna 
Presse, reports that on Saturday 6000 Albanians 
attacked three tabors of Turkish troops near Pris- 
rend. The Turks were being hardly pressed, when 
Dervish Pasha came up with four tabors of Nizams, 
and ly defeated the Albanians. The loss on 
both sides was 1800 killed and wounded.

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PITCAIRN ISLAND: HOME OF THE DESCENDANTS OF THE BOUNTY MUTINEERS. 


PITCAIRN ISLAND. 
THE PACIFIC HOME 


of the descendants of the mutineers of the Bounty 
furnishes. us with а seasonable Illustration, seeing 
that a Pitcairn Islander has arrived in Liverpool on 
board the American ship Harvey Mills. Pitcairn 
Island is situated some 25 degrees south of the 
Equator, about half-way between Australia and South 
America. This small island in the Pacific Ocean 
was the chosen abode of the survivors of the English 
mutineer crew of the Bounty, which vessel left 
Otaheite on April 7, 1789, freighted with bread- 
fruit trees. A mutiny soon after broke out. 
The Commander, Captain Bligh, and nineteen 
of the crew were put into. an open boat, 
on April 28, and sent adrift on the wild waste of 
waters. They endured the tortures of hunger and 
thirst ; but contrived to exist till June, when they 
reached the island of Timor, south of the Moluccas, 
after a voyage of nearly 4000 miles. Some of the 
mutineers were tried and condemned, Sept. 15, 1792: 
and three were executed. Ten of the mutineers 
landed on Pitcairn’s Island, where they remained, 
tbeir existence being unknown to England, until 
they were accidentally discovered in 1814. They 
married the black women of the island; and, as 
their numbers increased, it became necessary to 


remuve several of the descendants to Norfolk 
Island. 


RUSSELL MCCOY'S ACCOUNT OF | 
THE ISLAND. | 


Russell McCoy, the descendant of the mutineers of 
the Bounty who arrived in Liverpool in the Harvey | 


Mills, is a middle-aged man, standing about five feet 
nine inches in height, and his complexion is dark, 
but he would pass for a native of this country, and 
his accent is very like that of the South of England 


| people. 


He says he left Pitcairn Island on Jan. 28 for the 
purpose of visiting England, and the Harvey Mills 
was accompanied for about ten miles by two whale- 
boats containing all the men on the island, with one 
exception, and seven of the women. When he left 
there were ninety-five people on the island, but only 
three names of the original mutineers now remain, 
these being Christian, Young, and McCoy. The 
oldest inhabitant is a daughter of John Young, she 
being also the stepdaughter of John Adams. She 
is now about ninety yenrs of age, and was the second 
child born on the island. 

McCoy states that it is an error to suppose that 
Adams was the leader of the mutineers, that position 
being always occupied by Fletcher Christian. The 
islanders, he states, at present have sheep, goats, 
pigs, and fowls, with which they were supplied chiefly 
by passing vessels. The produce grown consists of 
yams, sweet potatoes, bananas, arrowroot, English 
potatoes, maize, melons, and all kinds of ordinary 
vegetables. There is по money, the people exchanging 
one with another anything they may have. 

There is one church on the island, and one school, 
and the schoolmaster. Simon Young, also officiates 
in the church. His daughter, Rosalind Young, 
assists him in the school. The Church service is con- 


| ducted according to the English Prayer Book, and 


the marriage ceremony is similar to ours, except that 
the wedding can take place after one publication of 
the banns. Polygamy is, of course, strictly for- 
bidden, and it is even a rare occurrence for a seeond 
wife to be taken should the first die. Services are 
held in the church twice each Sunday, and the Sun- 
day school meets twice also. Тһе day school is open

from nine a.m. to two p.m., sometimes three o'clock, 
one hour being allowed for dinner. 

On Saturdays there is a holiday. English man- 
ners and customs are followed so closely that the 
islanders keep the Christmas, Whitsuntide, and 
Easter holidays, and Good Friday is always observed 
as a strict fast day. 

McCoy said the people were always very glad to 
hear about the Queen, who had been so kind to them, 


| and an organ which her Majesty had presented to 


them was an object of much veneration. Аз far яз 
regards food the islanders are well off, but the 
supply of clothing is very deficient, particularly in 
the case of the female inhabitants. It is only from 
passing vessels that they obtain supplies of clothes, 
and the apparelthus given them is chiefly for the 
use of the men. Very few of the people have shoes, 
and those who have them use them only on Sundays. 
McCoy spoke with much feeling on the relations he 
had left behind. Не is а married man, and the 
father of nine children. He wears his wife's 
wedding ring on hislittle finger, she having placed 
it there as he was leaviug to keep her ever in his 
remembrance. The ring has been accidentally 
broken, but McCoy is so fearful of losing it that he 
is unwilling to intrust it to a jeweller for repairs. 

He returns directly to the island in the Harvey 
Mills, so that any articles of clothing which people in- 
terested in the condition of the inhabitants might feel 
inclined to send out by him would, nodoubt, be taken 
charge of by the captain of the vessel. The prin- 
cipal articles which the islanders are in need are 
wearing apparel, thread, cotton, needles, and 
domestic utensils. McCoy has not extended his 
visit further than Liverpool. His astonishment at 
beholding the steam-engines and railway-carriages 
was very great. He had seen steamers before, und 
read about locomotives, but had never seen one of 
the latter till he was in Lime-street Station, and he 
was very deeply impressed.
